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Candidates qualify for 


District 5 seat 


Five candidates have qualified 
for the Sept. 2 election of a 
commissioner in the newly-created 
Coffee County Commission District 5 
seat. 

Lee Boyd, 37, a farmer’ and 
cattleman from New Brockton; 
Damascus Crittenden Jr., 55, a self- 
employed Enterprise businessman, 
Ernest ‘‘Boots'’ Love, 37, a 
bondsman from Enterprise; and 
Mary Emma Redmon, 45, an Enter- 
prise Health Department employee, 
are the four Democratic contenders 
for the position. Retired Lt. Cmdr. 
Bernard ‘‘Whitey’’ Bowdoin of New 
Brockton is the single candidate on 
the Republican ticket 

All five names will appear on the 
ballot for a court-ordered special 
election Sept. 2. If a runoff is re- 
quired, it will be Sept. 22, according 
to County Attorney Warren Rowe. 

Only registered voters living in

The county's special election of a 
seventh commissioner resulted from 
an out-of-court settlement of a 


lawsuit filed against the county 
challenging the at-large election 
system and charging that blacks are 
denied a fair voice in county govern- 
ment 

The settlement 
Damascus Crittenden Jr., Reubin 
McKinnon, and William Rogers, 
plaintiffs in the case, and the county 
commission, was approved by U.S 
District Judge Myron Thompson, but 
still awaits Justice Department 
approval. 

Pending that approval, the 
county has ‘‘done everything we can 
do, everything is in order for a Sept. 
2 election,’ Rowe said. 

Under the settlement, the county 
has been divided into seven districts. 
The commissioners will be elected 
from districts they live in. by 
residents of the district beginning 
with the 1988 election. 

The commissioner elected Sept. 2 
from District 5, a new predominantly 
black district, will serve with the six 
present commissioners until 1988, 
when all seven commission seats will 
‘be up for election,

Road nears completion 


The long anticipated paving of 
the Shiloh Road, located east of Elba 
along Highway 84, should become a 
reality soon, according to County 
Engineer Mac Rushing, who 
reported this week that if the 
weather cooperates the paving could 
take place within the next few days. 

“County crews have hauled over 
1,700 yards of dirt to the road in 
recent weeks while building a base 
for the new roadway,"' said Rushing, 
“and if everything goes according to 
plan the paving should take place 
sometime this week, We've had all 
kinds of problems involving 
everything from digging up water 
lines to having to move utility poles; 


however, everything is go and we 
all hope the project will soon be 
completed,’ 

The Shiloh Road is actually two 
sections of a road that crosses 
Highway 84 between Elba and New 
Brockton and serves as the primary 
means of travel for approximately 24 
households in the area, The section 
of the road north of Hwy. 84 
measures 1.2 miles, while the road 
south of Hwy. 84 is shorter. 
measuring only .6 miles. 

The county received a $35,000 
grant to do the paving and while the 
actual cost exceeded the grant total 
by approximately $400, the work 
done by county highway dept. crews 


is estimated to be valued at over 
$40.000, bringing the total bill for 
the 1.8 mile project to over $75,000 

When completed. the newly 
paved road will be 20 feet in width 
with an additoinal 4 feet of 
shoulders. This width is much safer 
than the old width of 18-18 feet. The 
county acquired 50-70 feet of right-of 
way at the road sites and had to do 
the unpleasant deed of condemning 
land to complete the project. but 
county officials all agree that when 
the road is paved everyone living on 
it will be proud of the ‘‘all-weather’’ 
surface! 


Health 


department 


recommends 
precautions 


The Alabama Public Health 
Department recommends that 
individuals take precautions to avoid 
adverse effects of the current 
summer weather conditions. 

High temperatures with high 
humidity increase the risk of heat 
disorders. Using relative humidity 
and actual air temperature, the 
National Weather Service calculates 
the heat index which indicates the 
expected effect on the body. 

With the heat index forcasted to 
be about 100 to 105 degrees 
for the next several days, prolonged 
exposure or physical activity could 
possibly result in heat cramps, heat 
exhaustion or sunstroke. 

Anyone can be affected by 
soaring temperatures and high 
humidity. but those most vulnerable 
are the elderly, infants, persons 
having chronic illnesses and/or 
taking certain medications, athletes. 
and those working outdoors or in 
other hot places. 

Call for help if you experience 
dizziness, rapid heartbeat, nausea, 
throbbing headache, chest pain, 
problem breathing, great weakness, 
cramps or dry skin (no sweating). 

The Health Department advises 
that those who know the elderly 
should check on them often. Do not 
leave children or pets in automobiles 
alone 

To avoid heat-related illness 
remain in doors in a cool place 
whenever possible. If your home is 
not air conditioned, during the 
hottest part of the day you might go 
to an air conditioned public place, 
such as a senior center, library, 
movie theatre or shopping mall. 

Wear light weight, light-colored, 
loose-fitting clothing, Cotton 
absorbs perspiration better than 
synthetic fabrics; so it would be 
cooler. 

Avoid hot foods and heavy meals 
becauce they add heat to your body. 

Drink a lot of liquids, especially 
water, even before you get thirsty. 
Avoid alcohol and liquids containing 
caffeine 

Be sure that pets and other 
animals which are outdoors have 
plenty of water and shade 


Elevator installation 


continues in Elba 


courthouse 


The historic. red-brick Coffee 
County courthouse in Elba has long 
been a source of pride to residents 
throughout the county and through 
the combined efforts of state and 
local officials the courthouse will 
soon feature a modern convenience 
without changing the natural beauty 
of the building. 

Late in 1985 the county 
commission was notified that the 
state had allocated approximately 
$50,000 to install elevators at both 
courthouses in Coffee County. 

Probate Judge Marion Brunson 
reported he had attended a meeting 
in the upstairs courtroom in Elba and 
heard several elderly county 
residents complain that the steps in 
the courthouse were too steep and 
dangerous for elderly and 
handicapped residents to use. Judge 
Brunson notified Rep. Jimmy Holley 
and Sen. Crum Foshee about the 
problem and through the efforts of 
the two local legislators the’ funds 
were soon earmarked for the installa- 
tion of the elevators. 

An elevator has already been 
installed at the courthouse in Enter- 
prise and is currently in use, while 
the work on the elevator at the Elba 
courthouse is continuing daily and 
should be completed in approxi- 
mately six-weeks. 

While the installation of the 
elevator in Enterprise included the 
construction of an elevator shaft 
outside the building, the elevator in 
Elba will be placed inside the actual 
building near the front door on the 
west side, facing Martin's store. The 
elevator will replace the stairs across

from the probate oftice, while the 
back stairs will remain on the side 
facing Wise’s. 

“The original plan was to put the 
elevator on the east of the court- 
house,’’ said Brunson, ‘‘however, it 
would have forced the closing of the 
ladies bathroom and the remodeling 
of the men’s bathroom to change the 
facility into two smaller facilities. 
The construction would have also 
caused numerous inconveniences to 
many courthouse employees, so, we 
decided to move the elevator to the 
other side. On the west side the 
elevator will be more convenient and 
not affect the outside beauty of the 
courthouse. We'll have our same 
lovely courthouse, only now it'll be 
better than ever!" 

County maintenance supervisor 
John Flowers. who was in charge of 
the project, stated the work is hard 
and slow, at times, but is very 
interesting because as walls are 
removed a piece of history is 
unveiled. 

‘We had to dig five-feet deep 
under the existing floor to make 
room for cables and electronic 
switches.’' said Flowers, ‘‘and to do 
it we had to dig thru three founda- 
tions. | guess every time the court- 
house was remodeled over the years 
the foundation was raised and over 
the past few weeks we dug through 
all the work,”’ 

All work on the elevator shaft has 
been done by Flowers, his staff and 
inmates at the county jail, keeping 
the modernization expenses as low 
as possible,

Elba Radio Company plans 
construction of new FM station 


Mr. and Mrs, Doug Holderfield 
announce that Elba Radio Company 
has been granted a construction 
permit by the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission to construct and 
operate an FM radio station in Elba. 

The Class A station will operate 
on Channel 266 or 101.1 MHz. The 
studio will be co-located with WELB 
AM on N. Troy Highway, with the 
antenna on leased space on 
WKM\X's tall tower near New 
Brockton, The antenna will be at 600 
feet, making it 682 feet above 
average terrain, 

“This should provide us with an 


exceptional signal for a Class A FM 
station,’’ Holderfield said, 

The station is currently under 
construction, with equipment being 
installed by the Holderfields’ son, 
Michael, a technical consultant and 
chief engineer at a Dothan station. 

‘*We should be on the air in the 
next few months,”’ Mr. Holderfield 
stated, “We plan to program 
modern country music with a limit of 
12 minutes of commercials per hour, 
ana we'll provide the area with 
news, weather, sports and affairs 
information.’’

She greeted us most cordially and 
when I say, ‘‘us,’’ I mean us* as @ 
little friend of mine, Molly Mills, 
went with me to see her; and Miss 
Mattie and the other residents were 
more delighted and tickled to see her 
than they were me! 

Seriously, they adore children 
and love to see them come visit; soa 
plea to you Boy and Girl Scout 
leaders, 4-H club, church youth 
leaders - and Mama’s and Daddy’s - 
take your group to the nursing home 
whenever you can.

Although Miss Mattie welcomed 
us most warmly, she was somewhat 
reluctant to talk with us, as she is a 
very quiet, soft-spoken, retiring and 
modest lady. She kept insisting that 
she had never done anything, and 
that no one would want to read about 
her; but we assured her that we 
knew her family and friends would 
enjoy it, so she graciously consented 
to an interview. And, she proved to 
be a most interesting, intelligent and 
witty conversationalist. We had a 
great time! 

At the nursing home, Miss 
Mattie resides in one of the most 
attractive rooms, cheery and sunny, 
the windows filled with African 
violets and other thriving assorted 
house plants; bright crocheted 
articles and ornaments hanging on 
the walls; the two chairs covered 
with lovely crocheted pillows and 
afghans; and a bright patchwork 
quilt of colorful squares draped on 
the bed. She has added her own 
personal touch to the room with her 
many crocheted articles, and as we 
suspected - and she later confirmed - 
crocheting is one of her favorite 
hobbies. 

In appearance Miss Mattie is a 
petite lady with gray hair, 
grayish-blue eyes behind glasses 
and the prettiest smoothest 
complexion. When asked the secret 
of the care of her face, she told us, “‘I 
just keep it clean and put lotion on 
it.’ Ah, we should be so lucky to 
only have to do that for an unlined 
face like Miss Mattie’s!

Miss Mattie received her early 
education at the Union School, which 
will awaken treasured memories in 
some of you readers, I’ve no doubt.

Mrs. Davis said it would take at 


least three years for a program to 
show measured success. 

Teachers attending the class 
were required to prepare a one-year 
course of study and, as a member of 
a group, to prepare an in-depth unit 
on a major work of literature, and 
each AP teacher was given hands-on 
experience in all phases of what the 
students and teachers would be 
required to do. 

‘Diligent work will be required 
of these students,’ added Mrs. 
Davis. ‘‘They will study carefully 
major works of literature from 
several periods of writing, and will 
learn to use the various modes of 
discourse and recognize the 
underlying assumptions of the 
different rhetorical strategies. This 
new course will give Elba High 
School's best students a challenge, 
and provide a new excitement in 
their academic world.”

SUMMER CONTOL OF MOLE 
CRICKETS 


Keep grass watered and 
fertilized properly. Toxic baits are 
effective for mole cricket control 
from mid-July through mid- 
September. Baits may need to be 
reapplied every three weeks, 
however, in order to control damage. 
Water infested turf the day before 
applying bait. Since mole crickets 
feed at night, apply bait late in the 
day. NO NOT water grass for at least 
two days after bait applications. 
Spray or granular treatment, 
however, must be watered 
immediately to be effective : 

Mole cricket damage is difficult 
to control effectively in the fall 
because the crickets are larger, the 
grass growth slows down, and it is 
too late to fertilize to ‘‘cover’’ 
damage, so damage shows up more. 
The need for fall treatment often 
depents on what you've done or not 
done earlier in the season, Don’t 
expect too much from late fall 
efforts! 

You may need to check to see if 
you have mole crickets before you 
can see damage developing. To 
check for mole crickets take a gallon 
of water and add one tablespoon of 
liquid detergent. Pour this soapy 
water in one spot in your lawn where 
you suspect mole crickets. Watch 
this area for three to fifteen minutes, 
and these crickets will surface if they 
are present. You may want to do this 
in several places in your yard to 
make sure that you adequately check 
your lawn for mole crickets. 

Insecticide recommendations for 
summer: formulation, .5 percent 
chlorpyrifos (Dursban) bait, use 14 
to 3 Ib./1000 sq. ft. or 2 percen 
propoxur (Baygon) bait, use 
Ib./1000 sq. ft 

Apply late in the day. Do no 
irrigate after, treatment with bait 
Water lawn throughly the day before 
treatment 


LEAF SCORCH ON SHADE TREES 


Leaf scorch of deciduous shade 
usually associated with 
severe moisture stress during the 
summer 

Scorch first appears as a gray- 
yreen discoloration of the leaf 
margin and intervenial tissue in late 
spring or early summer. The margin 
if the scorched leaves turns brown 
and sometimes cufls as the damage 
moves to the midvein. A distinct 
yellow halo often borders the 
damaged area. The oldest leaves are 
usually scorched the worst. At times, 
the youngest leaves at the shoot 
terminals are not affected. 

Leaf scorch may appear on one 
limb or through the entire tree 
crown, Dieback of the upper limbs of 
scorched trees is not unusual and 
tree death is sometimes observed. 
This reduces plant vigor making 
more susceptible to other 
diseases

BORER CONTROL ON PEACHES 
AND PLUMS 


Now is the time to guard against 
peach tree borers. These pests are 
attracted to young wounded trees or 
trees that have been infected with 
the borer before 

There are two kinds of peach tree 
borers in our area and they require 
special sprays for control. The lesser 
peach tree borer feeds on larger 
limbs or the upper part of the trunk 
while the peach tree borer attacks 
tree trunks from several inches 
above the ground to 2 to 3 inches 

Masses of gum or jelly-like 
materials found on the tree are signs 
of the borer. Peach tree borers can 
greatly reduce the productivity of the 
tree and will eventually kill your fruit 
trees, 

liming is critical in the control of 
peach borers. Trees should be 
(reated as borers appear and begin 

Use Thiodan or Dursban to 
control these pests. Thoroughly wet 
all the bark areas. The first 
application needs to go on right now 
if you haven't already done it. Be 
careful not to contaminate the fruit. 


LAWN CARE 


Taking proper care of your lawn 
will help it beat the heat and dryness 
this summer, If you can’t water your 
grass, skip mowing unless the grass 
is extra high. But if you just have to 
cut the grass, raise the mowing 
height by half an inch, Keep traffic 
off the lawn as much as possible, 
also. Wilted grass is damaged more 
by traffic than normal grass is. 

Do not fertilize if you can’t water. 
If you're able, water the lawn once a 
week until 6 to 12 inches of soil are 
wet, Watering right after a rain 
shower will push the water further 
into the root zone and lessen 
evaporation. 

Avoid frequent, light watering of 
your lawn, That increases evapor- 
ation and brings on diseases such as 
brown patch and dollar spot, It is 
better to water in the early morning 
so the grass will have a chance to dry 
off quicker.

Today, let’s talk about marriage.

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A BILL TO BE ENTITLED AN ACI 


Relating to Coffee County; 
authorizing the Coffee County 
Commission to levy an additional 
county privilege, license, or excise 
tax on the sale, distribution, storage, 
use or other consumption of tobacco 
and certain tobacco products in such 
county; providing for the collection 
and enforcement of the tax, and 
distribution of the proceeds therefor; 
providing for an _ advisory 
referendum on the issue of adding 
such additional county tax; pre- 
scribing misdemeanor penalties 
against those who violate the 
provisions of this act; and construing 
that the provisions of this act are 
cumulative. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE 
LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 

Section 1. The Coffee County 
Commission is hereby authorized to 
impose upon every person, firm, or 
corporation who sells, stores, 
delivers, uses or otherwise consumes 
tobacco or certain tobacco products 
in Coffee County a county privilege, 
license or excise tax in the following 
amounts: 

(a) Five cents ($0.05) for each 
package of cigarettes, made of 
tobacco or any substitute therefor. 

(b) Two cents ($0.02) for each 
cigar of any description made of 
tobacco or any substitute therefor. 

(c) Two cents ($0.02) for each 


sack, can, package, or other 
container of smoking tobacco, 
including granulated, plug cut, 


crimp cut, ready rubbed, and other 
kinds and forms of tobacco which are 
prepared in such manner as to be 
suitable for smoking in a pipe or 
cigarette. 

(d) Three cents ($0.03) for each 
sack, plug, package, or other 
container of chewing tobacco, which 
tobacco is prepared in such manner 
as to be suitable for chewing only 
and not suitable for smoking as 
described in subsection (c) of this 
section. 

(e) Three cents ($0.03) for each 
can, bottle, glass, tumbler package, 
or other container of snuff made of 
tobacco or any substitute therefor. 

Said privilege, license or excise 
tax shall be in addition to all other 


federal, state or local taxes 
heretofore imposed by law. 
Provided, however, when the 


license tax hereby required to be 
paid shall have been paid by a 
wholesaler or seller of cigarettes, 
cigars, snuff, smoking tobacco and 
like tobacco products, such payment 
shall be sufficient, the intent being 
that such license tax hereby required 
to be paid shall be paid but once on 
each package of cigarettes and on 
each cigar. 

Section 2. (a) Upon adoption of a 
resolution by the Coffee County 
Commission, every person, firm, 
corporation, club, or association that 
sells or stores or receives for the 
purpose in Coffee County any 
cigarettes, cigars, snuff, smoking 
tobacco and like tobacco products 
shall add the amount of the license or 
peices tax levied and assessed 

erein to the Pe of the cigarettes, 

cigars, snuff, smoking tobacco 
products, it being the purpose and 
intent of this provision that the tax 
levied is, in fact, a levy on the 
consumer with the person, firm, 
corporation, club or association, who 
sells or stores or receives for the 
purpose of distributing the cigar- 
ettes, cigars, snuff, smoking tobacco 
and like tobacco products, acting 
merely as agent for the collection of 
the tax. The dealer, storer, or 
distributor shall state the amount of 
the tax separately from the price of 
the cigarettes, cigars, snuff, 
smoking tobacco and _ like tobacco 
products, on all price display signs, 
sales or delivery slips, bills and 
statements which advertise or 
indicate the price of the cigarettes, 
cigars, snuff, smoking tobacco and 
like tobacco products. 

(b) Prior to adopting such 
resolution provided for in Section 2 
(a), the said commission shall first 
call for a non-binding advisory 
referendum on the question of 
imposing the additional county tax 
on cigarettes and tobacco products 
as described by this act. Said 
election shall be held and conducted 
as nearly as possible in the same way 
as county-wide elections and shall be 
held on the same day as the next 
special, primary, state or county- 
wide election, next following 
passage on this act. Notice of the 
election shall be given by the judge 
of probate of Coffee County, which 
notice shall be published once a 
week for three successive weeks 
before the day of the election. On 
the ballots to be used at the election, 
the proposition to be voted on shall 
be stated substantially as follows: 
“Do you favor the local law levying 
an additional cigarette and tobacco 
products tax? Yes( ) No( ).” 

Section 3. It shall be unlawful for 
any dealer, storer or distributor 
engaged in or continuing ‘in Cunce 
County in the business for which the 
tax is hereby levied to fail or refuse 
to add to the price and collect from 
the purchaser the amount due on 
account of the tax herein provided or 
to refund or offer to refund all or part 
of the amount collected or absorb or 
advertise directly or indirectly the 
absorption of the tax or any portion 
thereof. Any person, firm, 
corporation, club or association 
violating any of the provisions of this 
section shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
shall be fined not more than one 
hundred dollars ($100.00) or 
imprisoned in the county jail for not 
more than sixty days or both such 
fine and imprisonment. Each act in 
violation of this section shall 
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constitute a separate offense. 

(a) The proceeds from the tax 
hereby authorized, less the actual 
cost of collection not to.exceed five 
per centum (5%) shall be paid by the 
state department of reVenue to the 
Coffee County Commission, on a 
quarterly basis, and all revenue, less 
five per centum (5%) for the Coffee 
County General Fund, will be 
expended within ten (10) days to the 
Coffee County Firefighters Associa- 
tion Incorporation, for funding 
county wide fire protection. 

(b) For any member fire depart- 
ment of the Coffee County 
Firefighters Association to receive 
any type of funding that might be 
acquired by the Association or 
mandated by law or appropriated to 
the Coffee County Firefighters 
Association, each member fire 
department of said Association must 
meet certain standards and criteria. 
Eligibility of member fire 
department for any type of funding 
that may be acquired in any way by 
the Association is strictly contingent 
upon compliance with these criteria, 
which are set out below: 

1. Fire Department must be a 
member of the Association in good 
standing. 

2. Fire Department must have a 
representative. on the Board of 
Directors. 

3. Fire Department must be able 
to furnish monthly fire reports to the 
Association. 

4. Member fire department must 
be a certified fire department, with 
the Alabama Forestry Commission 
and or the State of Alabama. Any 
new departments will have a one (1) 
year probation period to become 
certified. Failure to do so within one 
(1) year will void funding through the 
Associaton. 

5. Fire Departments must be 
incorporated, or fall under the 
jurisdiction of a municipality, must 
be organized with a Constitution and 
Bylaws on file. 

6. Fire Departments must have 
regular meetings for business and 
training. 

7. Fire Departments must 
maintain a set of operating books for 
income and expenditures. 

8. Fire Departments must furnish 
phone numbers so fire units can be 
reached day or night. 

9. A representative from each fire 
department must attend at least 
three (3) of the four (4) quarterly 
Board of Directors meetings during 
the year and also the annual meeting 
each year. 

10. Each member fire department 
of the Association must meet all 
qualifications established and 
approved by the Board of Directors 
of the Association in order to qualify 
for county funding or any other type 
of funding acquired by the 
Association. 

11. Each member fire department 
receiving County funds or any other 
funding from the Association will be 
required to follow the Alabama State 
Bid Law. 

12. Each member fire department 
receiving County funds will be 
required to furnish the Association’s 
Treasurer with copies of receipts for 
firefighting equipment, gas, and all 
other items purchased with County 
funds. 

13, Fire Departments shall not use 
funds acquired by or through the 
Association to pay compensation to 
its members. 

(c) All funds acquired by the 
Association shall be divided equally 
among all qualified member fire 
departments and the Association, 
(Association to receive a share to be 
held in an emergency reserve.) 


1. Member fire department must 
satisfy all requirements at the time 
funds are made available for 
distribution. 

2. After receiving funds, member 
fire department must keep accurate 
records to verify that County funds 
were expended on fire department 
operation, equipment purchase, and 
repairs. 

3. Association share of funds 
shall be invested in interest-bearing 
accounts, to be determined by the 
Board of Directors. These funds are 
for loans, interest-free, to member 
fire departments for emergency 
repairs ONLY, and must be REPAID 
by the department out of the next 
year’s funds. 

4. Authorization to borrow 
emergency funds must be approved 
by a majority of the Board of 
Directors. 

5. After a savings of $5,000.00 
has been accumulated, the 
Association share is to be divided 
among member Fire Departments, 
all above $5,000.00 shall be divided 
equally among the member fire 
departments. 

6. On dissolution of a member 
fire department, all equipment and 
other items purchased with County 
funds shall become the property of 
the Coffee County Firefighters 
Association. 

(d) The Coffee County Fire- 
fighters Association will not have or 
issue shares of stock. No dividend 
will be paid, and no part of the 
income of this Corporation will be 
distributed to its general members, 
directors, or officers. The 
Corporation may not pay com- 
pensation to general members, 
directors or officers for service 
rendered. Nor may compensation be 
paid indirectly, as for instance, 
through member fire department. 
Compensation shall not be deemed 
to include expenses and 
reimbursements, unless yoted on by 
‘the Board of Directors. 

(e) The Coffee County Fire- 
fighters Association will make no 
loans to any of its directors, officers 
or general members. 

(f) No member or incorporator of 
the Coffee County Firefighters

Association may have any vested 
right, interest, or privilege of, in or 
to the assets, functions, affairs or 
franchises of this Corporation, or an 
tight, interest or privilege if 
membership ceases or while he or 
she is not in good standing. 

1. Expelled members shall have 
no property rights to assets of the 
Corporation. 

. On dissolution, assets of this 
Corporation remaining after the 
payment or discharge of all liabilities 
of the Corporation, the return, 
transfer or conveyance of assets held 
on conditions requiring the same, 
and the transfer or conveyance of 
assets received, shall be distributed 
as provided by law. 

Section 4. The tax hereby 
authorized shall be paid by affixing 
stamps as is required for the 
payment of the tax imposed by 
Section 40-25-1 through Section 
40-25-28, Code of Alabama 1975. 
The state department of revenue 
shall have the same duties relative to 
the preparation and sale of stamps to

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County Commission votes to impose one-cent sales tax 


ADDRESSES COMMISSION . . . Elba School Board chairman, Dr. Bill

.the county commission that the Elba schools would lose approximately 


$400,000 over the next two years due to cuts and needed revenue generated 


by a I-cent countywide sales tax. 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
August 2S, ina packed courtroom at 
the Elba courthouse, and after 
hearing representatives from the 
Coffee County Board of Education 
and Elba City School Board request 
financial aid, voted to immediately 
impose a l-cent countywide sales 
tax, with all proceeds going to the 
schools in the county. 

County Supt. Clayton Bryant 
addressed the commission Monday 
and asked that the 1-cent sales tax be 
imposed countywide. 

“The Coffee County School 
System faces an immediate financial 
dilemma,’’ Bryant stated. ‘‘The 
funds generated by the tax can be 
used to reduce the effects of 
proration and hopefully at a later 
date provide funds to improve the 
school system.” 

Bryant told the commission that 
the county system, which includes 
schools at Zion Chapel, New 
Brockton and Kinston, will have seen 
approximately $600,000 in funds cut 
from revenue by the end of the 
current school year. 

“Fifty-one percent of the people 


in this county live outside the city 
limits of Enterprise and Elba,"' said 
Bryant, ‘‘and this commission holds 
the future of these people and their 
children in their hands,"’ 

Dr. Bill Cowart, chairman of the 
Elba School Board, told the 
commission that the Elba system 
faces the same financial problems as 
the county, and reported the city 
system lost $105,000 in expected 
revenue in the 1985-86 fiscal year 
and faces an additional $189,000 
cutback for the coming year. 

“The Elba City Schools are in an 
extreme financial hardship and need 
your help,’’ stated Cowart. 

Commissioner Jimmy Bryan 
Stated the county governing body 
was also facing hard economic times 
and reported the county’s general 
fund was facing an 18 percent 
cutback, 

“In an effort to provide aid to 
both the schools and to the county, 
and to let the citizens have a voice in 
the matter, I make a motion to place 
a referendum on the November 
ballot to let the people vote on a 
1-cent sales tax with the funds to be 
divided between the schools (75 


Elba City Council hears garbage proposals 


lhe Elba City Council listened to 
two proposals for pickup of garbage 
by private concerns at their regular 
Monday evening meeting. Waste- 
Away Inc. of Montgomery and 
Scientific Industries of Dothan each 
made presentations to the council on 
just what their firm proposed to do 
for Elba if given the contract. No 
prices were mentioned, as one of the 
firms wasn't prepared to give a bid 
at that time. However, if the council 
does decide to consider the matter 
further, both are prepared to make ‘a 
firm bid on a three- to five-year 
contract. 

Both firms offered a number of 
references from satisfied customers 
they are presently serving. 
Questions from city fathers on how 
they could do the job cheaper than 
city crews received several possible 
solutions, One was the tremendous 
buying power of the larger firms; 
another was a reported ability to get 
more production from individual 
workers by paying for work com- 
pleted, rather than by the hour. 

Waste-Away would use its own 
landfill while Scientific Industries 
would utilize the existing county 
landfill for garbage and the 
city-owned landfill for leaves and

Sewerage system 
to be bailt soon in 
New Brockton 


A long-time dream of both past 
and present administrations in the 
City of New Brockton is about to 
become a reality. Grants totaling 
$900,000 have been received by the 
City and will be used to begin 
construction of a sewerage system, 
according to Mayor Jim Driskell. 

A $600,000 Alabama Department 
of Environmental Management 
Grant and a $300,000 Community 
Development Block Grant will be 
used for construction of a sanitary 
sewerage treatment plant, a 
pumping station and collections lines 
for approximately one third of the 
City, Driskell explained. 

At present, New Brockton 
residents have individual septic 
tanks for disposal of household or 
business sewage. Driskell pointed 
out the advantage of the future 
system, including its capability to 
comply with heath department 
regulations. Meeting these 
requirements will mean an increased 
growth opportunity for the City, the 
Mayor added. 

Parker's Mechanical Contractors, 
Inc. of Crestview, Florida has been 
awarded the $600,000 ADEM grant 
for the construction of a sewerage 
plant. Drikell also stated that the 
$300,000 CDBG is presently under 
consideration and bids will be 
reviewed and an award is expected 
to be announced at a September 2 
council meeting. 

In addition to the construction of

limbs. 

The council authorized Mayor 
English to enter into a contract with 
the U.S, Census Bureau to conduct a 
new count of the citizens of Elba. 
The purpose of this count is to 
accurately divide the city into wards 
for voting purposes. The council has 
previously agreed to change to the 
single-ward system of selecting city 
council members, This would allow 
for election of council members from 
wards (or districts) with only those in 
that particular district voting for 
“their council member.'’ Certain 
regulations made to insure , equal 
representation require an accurate 
count of residents and exactly where 


they live before setting the ward 
lines. The wards can have a variance 
of only ten (10%) percent from the 
most population to the least. It is 
expected this change will be in place 
prior to the next city elections. 


Mayor English told council 
members that the sidewalk at Dorsey 
Trailers has been finished with the 
help of the company itself. He noted 
that the metal bridges were built and 
painted by Dorsey Trailer experts. 
Kleinert’'s has done some 
beautification work with some help 
from the city street department, and 
some drainage work is still needed 
and will be done, according to the

Commissioner Sid Averett 
seconded Eagerton’s motion, but 
Bryan objected, declaring that 
Eagerton’s motion ‘‘completely 
reverses my motion to let the people 
vote and say how they want the 
money to be used!"’ 

Eagerton withdrew his motion 
and Bryan’s original motion failed on 
a 4-2 vote, with Eagerton, Stephens, 
Faulk and Averett all voting no. 

Eagerton then repeated his 
original motion and Averett again 
seconded the motion. 

Commissioner Bill Faulk 
pledged support of the tax and 
stated, ‘‘We have delayed a decision 
to verify the need - and the need is 
there!"’ 

Commissioner Robert Stephens 
said he would support the tax, but 
urged the schools ‘‘to tighten your 
belts and use the money wisely.”’ 

Commissioner Bradley stated, ‘‘I 
was elected by a majority of the 
people and want to let a majority of 
the people have a chance to vote on a 
tax."’ 

Commissioner Bryan then 
attempted to amend Eagerton’s 
motion to givé the schools all the 
I-cent sales tax money and seek 
legislation to add an additional 
1/4 cent for the county, only to see 
the motion die for lack of a second. 

The commission then voted 4-2, 
with Bryan and Bradley casting no 
votes, toimpose the tax, much to the 
delight of the crowd, which 
applauded loudly in approval. 

The 1I-cent sales tax will take 
effect as soon as required paperwork 
can be filed, and could be collected

within a matter of weeks. 

The tax is expected to generate a 
minimum of $1.5 million a year, with 
Elba’s schools to receive approxi- 
mately $250,000. 

Monday's meeting began at 9 
a.m., and after the routine approval 
of minutes, the commission heard 
two rural residents ask for 
assistance. 

Mr. Feazel Smith complained 
that when the county paved the Ted 
Rugg Road his fence was damaged 
and was still in need of repair. 

The commission agreed it would 
repair the damage done by the 
county and instructed the county 
engineer to meet with Smith to 
determine the actual damage. 

A member of the Perdue 
Assembly of God Church asked the 
commission to pave a narrow portion 
of the entrance to the church and was 
told the work would be done as soon 
as possible, along with work at Union 
Grove and Salem. 

Mrs. Alma Peters told the 
commission she had an idea on how 
to raise money, and suggested a soft 
drink tax. 

“It seems every time a tax is 
mentioned it's a so-called ‘sin tax,’ ”’ 
said Mrs. Peters. ‘‘Well, some 
people’s sins are others’ pleasures, 
and I think the soft drink tax could be 
an alternative."’ 

The soft drink tax discussed by 
Mrs. Peters was mentioned as an 
alternative to a tobacco tax planned 
to aid fire departments in the county, 

According to Mrs. Peters, a 
survey in Elba revealed that 
approximately 1600 cases of soft 
drinks were sold each week. 

The commission agreed to 
discuss the proposed tax at a later 
meeting. 

In other action at Monday's 

meeting, the commission: 
***heard the county engineer give a 
progress report on various projects; 
***donated $100 to the South 
Alabama State Fair in Montgomery; 
***agreed to send out bids on 
resurfacing, pest control, bank 
depository and health insurance; and 
***heard everything was ‘‘go’’ for 
the Sept. 2 special election.

Five persons have announced 
their plans to seek the county 
commission seat in the newly created 
District S in Coffee County, On the 
democratic ticket are Lee Boyd, 
Damascus Crittenden, Jr., Ernest 
““Boots'’ Love and Mary Emma 
Redmon.

Redmon challenged 


The Coffee County Branch of the 
Alabama Democratic Conference 
announced this week that it had 
issued an official challenge of the 
certification of Mary Emma Redmon 
as a candidate for Coffee County 
commissioner in District 5.
